Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week. ended June 27, 1903, correspond to an annual rate of 19.1 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,702,912. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 12.0, and the highest 
in Greenock, viz, 21.8 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 627, including diphtheria 4, measles 
13, scarlet fever 3, and 28 from whooping cough.
